No fame was ever unanimous. 
Fame, therefore, can be taken only at its face value. 
Just as soon as we attempt to subject it to the critical 
analysis of different viewpoints, we are embarked on the 
stormy sea of disputation without compass or quadrant, without destination 
ar starting-point, doomed forever, like the Wandering Jew, to float on and on 



Buffeted thus aimlessly is the shade of Foe. In the ordinary acceptation 
of the term, he was and is famous, and the effort of his detractors to make 
out otherwise only serves to increase his fame. Whether he is justly or de- 
servedly famous or not. is quite another question, a question which is both 
irrelevant and indeterminate. It is Irrelevant because fame is objective 
rather than subjective. If it is to be qualified, it takes its quality from the 
contemplating public and not from the man under consideration, bringing us 
to social introspection and there we stick until some arbitrator plenipoten- 
tiary leads us out. Hence the question is also indeterminate, since arbitra- 
tors plenipotentiary disappeared with the "divine right" bubble.

Breakages Greatly Reduced ir Num- 
ber by Increased Care in Rolling. 

Pretty nearly a century has elapsed 
since railways were first operated. 



Yet in the last few years there 1) 
been much trouble from the breakage 
of rails, especially in those localities 

Both the railroad companies and the 
authorities of New York state were 
led to study the matter, therefore, 
and reforms have been begun which 
promise great changes 

Part of the trouble, it is believed. 
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and in later specifications special ref- 
erence is made to that operation. 
Some of the companies, however, are 
altering the composition of their rails. 
An alloy containing a small percent- 
age of titanium, a very hard betal. 
has been tried by the New York Cen- 
tral with great success. Such rails 
cost about $2 a ton more than the old 
steel rails, but so much has been 
probably 
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jected to exceptional wear, the effect 
was less in six months thati was form- 
erly observed in four. 

The example of the New York Cen- 
tral is being followed fry other roads. 
Of course, until a track is entirely re- 
laid with the best quality of rails 

more or less breakage, though the 
weakest ones may have been weeded 
out pretty well by this .time.— New 
York iribune Farmer.

Not Enough Feed. 

There seems to be little question 
that a good many dairy cows work 
at a disadvantage and do not bring 
their owners the ieturn they might 
simply because they aie not given a 
ration sufficiently large above that 
required to maintain their physical or- 
ganism. Details of a test case in 
which this point was nicely brought 

experiment station at Cornell Univer- 
sity at Ithaca, N. Y. A cow which had 
been kept by a farmer in the vicinity 
for some five years, during which 
the average yeaily cost of feed had 
been $28 and the avei age. return from 
milk sold but $25. was taken in charge 
by the station directors and for a con- 
siderable period fed on a ration which 
cost $32 per year. With this feed she 
gave a return during the year of $38. 
Thus instead of being kept at a loss 
of $3 per year she yielded a return of 
$6. Of course, it is seen at a glance 
that the animal in question was a 
very poor stick to start with, but at 
the same time with the former feed- 
ing she used so much of her ration in 
keeping her organism in operation 
that there was nothing left as a mar- 
gin of profit. It should be noted that 
an Increase of feed of $4 per year re- 
sulted in an increased return of $13. 
It is safe to say that at least thirty 
or forty percent of the dairy cows of 
the country, as a whole, are kept at 
a positive loss and couldn't be made 
revenue producers under any system 
of feeding. On the other hand, It is 
also quite likely true that a good many 
animals are kept at a tiifling gain or 
dead loss simply because they are. not 
given a large enough ration. The de- 
termination of the point in question is 
an easy one and can be ascertained by 
any dairyman who will carefully meas- 
ure his feed and measure and test the 
milk from the individuals in his dai- 
ry herd.— Weekly Witness. 

The Hair of the Horse. 
The hair of the horse counts for 
much in determining the condition of 
an animal that Is little known to the 



man who is buying him. Even though 
a horse may be fed up to a degree of 

fatness the ptocess may not entirely 
eliminate all signs of previous bad 
feeding. The horse that from colt- 
hood had had a well-balanced ration 
will have had all the constituents out 
of which to make the various things 
required in the elaboration of his 
frame. Tie hair of a horse that has 
been well fed from birth should be 
finer and softer than the hair of a 
horse that has not been so fed. This 
will be due to the fact that the lawer 
ot muscle and fat under the skin has 
always been in good condition and the 
roots of the hair and the hair follicles 
have had a healthy growth. The min- 
ute vessels also that supply the oil 
to the hair will be in good condition 
and will keep the hair soft and glos- 
sy and the skin soft.
